REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTEN- 
DENT 


I deem it a privilege to present to the citizens of New 
Hampton school district the first superintendent’s report 
ever given as defined by the present public statutes. « 

I began my duties Sept. 1, 1918. Since that time I 
have met with the Board of Education each month for a 
thorough discussion of school matters. I have endeavored 
to acquaint myself with the problems of your schools and 
to suggest methods and plans whereby teachers and pupils 
could better understand what the community and country 
are demanding of them. 

We have tried to grade our pupils according to the 
State Program of Studies. In a few cases it will take 
another year before all are properly graded according to 
this program. For the seventh and eighth grades wé have 
given the studies in Curriculum III as we did not think it 
wise to do away with arithmetic in the sixth grade even 
though much of the foundation had been already learned. 
Science, domestic arts, manual training and a language 
‘are needed in the upper grades. 

Pupils of the eighth grade will be Neddited in June to 
pass the examinations given by the Superintendent before 
they will be given elementary certificates. All pupils 
who pass these tests may be permitted to enter any high 
school or academy under the supervision of the depart- 
ment of public instruction without further examination. 

The Warren Gordon school was not opened this year 
as there were only three pupils in the district. They have 
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been transported to the Fiske school. Owing to the 
influenza epidemic we were obliged to close all the schools 
from one to three weeks in October, the village and Old 
Institution schools were closed again in December. ‘The 
Fiske school was closed for the winter Jan. 3 for the same 
reason. 

Never in the history of the present generation has 
there been such a shortage of qualified teachers as in the 
past few months. It isa wise policy to employ only nor- 
mal graduates or teachers of experience. Pupils will ac- 
complish far more with trained teachers. The community 
and pupils will also have a greater interest in the schools 
if they can see good returns for the money paid out. 
Teachers should not only understand the needs of the 
schoolroom but those of the community as well. It has 
been the policy of the New Hampton School Board and 
Superintendent to give the preference to well trained 
teachers wherever possible. 

In the Fiske school Miss Margaret Swain. substituted 
for the first four weeks, then Miss Isobel Robie was 
secured as a permanent teacher. At the village and Old 
Institution Miss Wells and Miss Badger returned for the 
second year. Miss Dorothy Davis was secured for the 
Hannaford school. Miss Jennie Harwood was elected for 
the Plaisted school but was released at the end of the sixth 
week and Miss Marion Woodman was elected to the posi- 
tion. She taught very satisfactorily in the Hannaford 
school last year. At the Winona school Miss Frances 
Norie was elected but resigned the last of September and 
Miss Doris Minah was. elected to the position. 

The seating and lighting conditions are poor in all the 
New Hampton schools. Teachers have ‘endeavored to 
make the best use of window shades but this arrangement 
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is not satisfactory. The children should have seats 
adapted to their growth and physical development. There 
is a bill before the present session of the legislature relat- 
ing to this matter. 

Music should be a part of the curriculum of every 
rural school. Itis a very essential asset to one’s training. 
The percentage of teachers who cannot at least teach rote 
songs is very small. The time is near at hand when three 
or four towns will unite together and employ a music 
teacher. 

Until within a few years lunches brought to school by 
the pupils were eaten cold. Some who did that are enjoy- 
ing the best of health today, others arenot. Therefore in 
many rural.schools pupils are having the privilege, under 
the direction of the teacher, of eating hot soups, baked 
potatoes and cocoa along with the usual basket lunch. 
The plan is simple and easy to carry out. I recommend — 
its trial in the schools of New Hampton. 

From a sum of money given to the Chairman of the 
School Board by a friend, the pupils in the upper grades 
have had the use of the Current Events Magazine for the 
past two terms. This has aided the teacher and pupils to 
keep abreast of the times. 

In conclusion let. me say that the above suggestions 
and recommendations are aimed solely toward the advance- 
ment of education in New Hampton and are without favor 
or reflection upon any condition or management of the 
past. The Superintendent is always glad to answer ques- 
tions as to the condition of the schools and to receive 
friendly criticism that may help increase their efficiency. 
Cooperation must exist between parents, teachers and 
citizens to achieve the best results.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


FINANCES. A table prepared at the State Depart- 
ment showing cost of schools in ten New Hampshire 
towns having about the same population and general con- 
ditions as New Hampton gives the average school tax as 
6.70. Our school tax is 4.87, which cannot be regarded 
as excessive. Inthe opinion of the School Board this tax 
cannot be materially increased without putting too great a 
financial burden upon the district. A table of costs pre- 
pared by the School Board from the annual town report 
gives the cost per pupil in New Hampton as $26.12 in our 
town schools, less than half the cost of each high school 
pupil which is $55.00 per year. 

Our teachers’ salaries have been larger this year than 
heretofore. Without the help of our superintendent in 
hunting teachers it would have been difficult to secure 
enough for our schools for any sum we were able to pay. 
The average of salaries for the ten towns referred to above 
is $45.89. Our teachers average $41.33 per month. It 
will probably be necessary to pay more the cominy year. 
There is a constantly increasing demand from our parents 
for efficient teaching even in the most remote sections and 
it is right that the school privileges of our children should 
be equal for all parts of the town. | 

STATE AID FOR AVERAGE ATTENDANCE. The atten- 
tion of parents is called to the falling off in the bonus 
received from the state for regular attendance of pupils at 
school. During the past three ‘years the number of our 
pupils has increased, yet the bonus received has fallen ' 
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each year. For 1916 we received $225.00; for 1917 $158.- 
00; for 1918 $127.00. This sum is a substantial aid to our 
schools and parents are urged to keep their children in 
school regularly so it may be as large as possible. 

The highest average attendance during the past three 
years has been in the Winona school, the lowest in the 
Old Institution school. | 

SPECIAL SCHOOL WorRK. Junior Audubon societies 
were organized as last year at the expense of the New 
Hampton Woman’s club. The State Secretary of the 
society, Rev. Manley B. Townsend, of Nashua, gave an 
illustrated lecture and a bird walk to the children in the 
early spring. ‘The entire school membership was enrolled 
and very creditable work was done. . 

The school gardens were a great success. Fifty-nine 
children raised crops on a total area of 16.655 square feet. 
The largest area planted was that of Lula Torsey. It is 
to be regretted that the influenza epidemic prevented the 
children’s fair at Grange hall as the exhibits would-have 
excelled by far anything before displayed. 

Music has been again taught in the village school by 
Mrs. Katherine Crafts at the expense of the parents. 

At the reqnest of the Federal Board of Education a 
systematic training in citizenship has been started in all 
schools. In addition to the national lessons a text book 
on community civics has been provided. 

REPAIRS. During the year minor repairs have been 
made on the schoolhouses in several districts. The con- 
dition of our schoolhouses is now very fair except for light- 
ing and seating, both of which are poor and will have to be 
remedied when conditions will permit the necessary expen- 
diture. The Deputy State Superintendent commended

our excellent toilet conditions when he inspected our 
schools in the autumn. . 

A beginning upon the Fiske schoolhouse repairs must 
be made this summer, ‘The chimney has already been 
repaired. Eight hundred dollars has been raised by the 
district for this purpose. As was explained in the last’ 
annual report, we were obliged to borrow it to pay the 
increased tuition of our high school pupils voted by the 
state legislature after our annual meeting and immediately: 
effective. Careful economy has failed to enable the 
School Board to restore the sum to our treasury and some 
provision must be made at the annual meeting in regard to 
the matter. 

HicH Scuoot TuitTions. The attention of the 
Board was called last year to the fact that public money 
should not be used to pay tuition in high schools for pupils 
who had graduated therefrom. It has been the custom of 
some of our pupils to graduate from the commercial depart- 
ment of the New Hampton Literary Institution and return 
for another year to complete the academic course. To cut 
off the payment of tuition for pupils in the middle of their 
final year was felt by the Board to be an injustice, there- 
fore we decided to allow the remainder of last year and the 
current school year for the completion of all courses begun 
under the old two year plan of commercial study. After 
Sept. 1, 1919, no tuition will be paid for post-graduate 
study. All courses in the New Hampton Literary Institu- 
tion are now equal and students may choose which they 
prefer. Parents will be asked to report their children’s 
entrance thereupon as required’ by the’ law of the state. 
This will enable the School Board to estimate accurately 
the amount of high school money to be raised each year. 
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It is impossible to estimate at this time the amount of 
money to be raised for schools the coming year. Should 
the educational bill now before the state legislature be 
passed, New Hampton will have a larger amount of aid 
from the state for schools; should it fail the amount raised 
should be substantially the same as that of the past few 
years.
